INTRODUCTION. 


Large Number of authentic Accounts re- 

A lating to the public Expence, Debts, and 
Taxes of this Nation, having lately, by 
Accident, fallen into my Hands, it excited my 
Curioſity to make ſome farther Enquiries into thoſe 
Affairs; and as a thorough Inſight into them may 
be of Uſe to Poſterity, as well as the preſent Gene- 
ration, I reſolved to reduce my Enquiries into a 
Chronological Order, with a few proper Remarks, 
and to get them printed and publiſned; becauſe, I 
hope, it will eſtabliſh a Maxim obſerved by all wiſe 
Nations, but exploded by all wicked My 
at

That the annual Expence ought never to exceed the an- 


nual Revenue; and that conſequently, when an In- 
creaſe of the former becomes neceſſary for ſecuring 
or vindicating the Hononr or Rights of a Nation, 
the latter ought to be increaſed in Proportion, if 
neceſſary, even to the utmoſt the People can ſpare 
from their daily Subſiſtence. 

It will likewiſe, I hope, eſtabliſh another Maxim, 
which is this, that when the rich Men of any Coun- 
try (who in all free Countries muſt have the Govern- 
ment in their Hands) endeavour o ſpare themſelves 
by taxing ihe Poor, they will always at laſt find them- 
ſelves diſappointed, and in the mean Time will 
ruin the Trade and Credit of their Country. 


SECTION I. 


: Taxes ſubſiſting at the Revolution. 
B ORE I begin my Account of the Debts 
7 


and Taxes that have accrued fince the Revo- 


tion, I ſhall tate thoſe which were at that Time 
ſubfiſting. The Taxes were as follow, viz. 


I. A Subfidy of Tonnage and Poundage; firſt granted, 

or rather revived, by the 12th of King Charles the 
Second, Chap. 4. and from thence continued by ſe- 
veral Acts of Parhament, till at laſt granted to his 
late Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors for ever, by 
an Act of the firſt Year of his Reign, Chap. 12. By 
an Account delivered into Parliament, the firft 


Seffion after the Revolution, this Tax brought in, 
on a Medium of four Years, 577,507. 125. 10d. +. 


yearly ; but, according to Dr. Davenant,, it brought 
in 600, oool. free of all Charges and Deductions. 


IT. The Exciſe call d The Temporary Exciſe, firſt 
introduced during the Uſurpation in King Charles 
| no | | tbe 
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the Firſts Reign, and after the Reſtoration granted 


to King Charles the Second, during his Life ; from 
whoſe Death it has been continued by ſeveral Acts 
of Parliament, and now ſtands continued to his 
preſent Majeſty for his Life ; and as it makes a 
Part of the civil Liſt Revenue, it will probably be 
continued during the Life of every future King or 
Queen of this Realm; conſequently this Tax too 
we may reckon one of thoſe we are ſadled with ix 
Secula Seculorum. 


III. The Excife, call'd The Hereditary Exciſe, 
granted to King Charles the Second, his Heirs and 
Succeſſors for ever, in Recompence for the Profits 
of the Court of Wards and Purveyance, then abo- 
liſhed by A& of Parliament. Thus our poor 
Tradeſmen, Labourers, and Manufacturers, and in 
a great Meaſure they alone, were loaded with a 
Tax, in Recompence for what could never have 
affected any but the Rich and Great amongſt us. 
Theſe two Exciſes, according to the above-menti- 
on*d Account, produced at a Medium as before, 
610, 486“. 105. 9d. yearly ; but according to Dr. 
Davenant, they were computed at 666, 383 J. clear. 


IV. A Tax of two Shillings upon every Fire- 
Hearth, &c. and therefore called Hearih- Money, 
8 to King Charles the Second, his Heirs and 

ucceſſors for ever, which, according to the ſaid 
Account, produced about 200 OOO. but, according 
to the Doctor, 243, oool. But as this Tax had been 
made a Handle in that and the following Reign 
for raiſing a popular. Clamour againſt the Court, 
therefore, when thoſe who had made ſo great Uſe 


of this Handle came into Power by the Revolulion, 


they fmply (as it would now be called) imagined, 


that they could not, with any Honour, apoſtatize

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from their former Profeſſions, therefore they found 
themſelves under a Neceſſity to get the Laws eſta- 
bliſhing this Tax repealed, and the Tax aboliſhed, 
as it was accordingly, by an A& of the. firſt of 
William and Mary, Chap. 10. but in the ſame Seſ- 
ſion they took Care to 1 * good the Loſs to the 
public Revenue, as will hereafter appear, though 
not in an hereditary Way, as formerly; for even the 
Courtiers, who were Members of Parliament, had 
now found the Sweets of keeping the Crown de- 
pendent upon Parliament for its annual Supplies, 


and therefore reſolved to give it as little hereditary 
Revenue, or for Life, as poſſible. 


V. The Revenue of the Pe- Office, or Tax upon 
Letters ſent by the Poſt, granted to King Charles 
the Second, his Heirs and Sueceſſors for ever; which, 
by the above Account, produced 55,0001. but by 
the Doctor's, 65,000/. and the Revenue has ſince 
been greatly increaſed by an additional Tax upon 


Letters, as well as by a more regular and ſtrict 
Collection. F | 


VI. An Impoſition upon Wines and Vinegar, 
granted to King James the Second, from the 24th 
of June, 1685, to the 24th of June, 1693, towards 
repairing the Navy, which, by both the above Ac- 
counts, produced 172, 900. 11s. 8d. 5. and which, 


having been more than made good by new Duties, 
has been ſuffered to expire. 


VII. An Impoſition upon Tobacco and Sugar for 
the ſame Time, which, by both the ſaid Accounts, 
produced 148,861/. 8s. and, being in the ſame 


Caſe with the former, has been ſuffered to ex- 
pire. 


VIII. 
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VIII. An Impoſition on French Linens, Brandies, 
& c. from July 1, 1683, to July 1, 1690, which, 
by both the ſaid Accounts, pron 93,710). 85, 1d. 
and which, being -likewiſe in the ſame Caſe, was 
allowed to expire. 


IX. Several /mall Branches and caſual Profits an- 
nually arifing to the Crown, ſuch as W:ne- Licences, 
Seizures, &c. which have always been deem'd a 
Sort of hereditary Eſtate in the Crown, and are 
upon every Demiſe granted towards making up 
the Civil Lift Revenue of the next Succeſſor, con- 
ſequently muſt all be reckoned perpetual. Theſe, 
together with ſome little Things now annihilated, 
were, by the above Account, reckoned to produce 
about 56, 969“. 45. 4d. but, by other Accounts, 
computed at 70,000/. a Year, 


And, X. A Duty of 10s, a Ton on Wine, Vi- 
negar, Cyder, or Beer, and 20s. a Ton of Brandy- 
Wines, or ftrong Waters, imported; which Duties 
have alwas been, and till are appropriated for de- 
fraying the Charges of the Mint, and Coinage of 


Money. 


To theſe I ſhall add, XI. a Duty of 15. 64. per 
Chaldron or Ton of Coals, imported into any 
Place within the Liberty of the City of London, 
upon the River Thames, beſides all other Duties 
then payable z which new Duty was impoſed by 
an Act of the firſt of James the Second, to com- 
mence Sept. 29, 1687, and to continue to Sept. 29, 
1700; and was appropriated to the finiſhing of St. 
Paul's Church in London. For tho' this was not a 
national Duty, nor applied to a national Uſe, my

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Reaſon for taking Notice of it will afterwards ap-

Theſe were all the Taxes we were liable to at 
the Time of the Revolution, which, at the higheſt 
Computation, produced but 2,061,856/. 75. gd. +. 
and yet, with this Revenue King James the Second 
ſupported his Civil Lift, kept a formidable Navy 
ready to put to Sea, an Army of near 30,000 Men 
at Land, and ſaved Money yearly, if we can credit 


an Account of the Iſſues of his Revenue, given in 


to the ſame Seſſion of Parliament, which amounted 
to no more, at a Medium, than 1,699, 363“. 25. 9d.

SECT. Il. 


National Debts ſub/iſting at the Revolution. 


OW as to national Debts at the Time of the 
Revolution, I muſt obſerve, that there was 
not one Shilling that could properly be called a na- 
tional Debt, becauſe not contracted by Authority 
of Parliament; nar were any of them afterwards 
provided for by Parliament, but the Debt due to 
the Servants of King Charles the Second, which his 
Succeſſor, as uſual, neglected to pay; and the 
Debt called tbe Bankers Debt. As to the firſt, it 
amounted to but 60,000/. and the Payment of it 
was provided for by an Act of the firſt Seſſion after 
the Revolution ; but how much of it was actually 
paid .is a Queſtion, becauſe by a Proviſo in the 
AR, no Money was to be paid to any ſuch Servant, 
but ſuch as, before the ft Day of February, 
1689-90, ſhould take the Oaths to the new Go- 
vernment; which, without Doubt, many of them 
refuſed or neglected to do. 


Then 
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Then as to the Debt called the Bankers Debt, 
tho? charged by Letters Patent from King Charles 
the Stcond upon the Hereaitary Exciſe, no Proviſion 
was made by Parliament for its Pay ment until the 
12th of King William, when it was by the Parlia- 
ment enacted, that in Diſcharge of certain annual per- 

tual Payments, and Arrears thereof, granted by 
King Charles the Second to leveral Patentecs, out of the 
hereditary Exciſe, the ſame Exciſe ſhould, from the 
26th of December, 1705, ſtand charged for ever 
with the Payment of 3/. per Cent. per Ann. for 
N Sums to the Owners, their Heirs and 
Aſſigus for ever, nevertheleſs redeemable upon 
Payment of a Moiety of the principal Sums; by 
which Means the Nation became charged with a 
Debt of 664,2623/. being the Moiety of 1,328. 526/. 
which theſe principal Sums amounted to, and which 
is the only Debt we are now charg'd with, that had 
any Part of its Riſe before the Revolulion. 

It is true there was, upon the 5th of November, 
1688, an Arrear of 300,000/. due to the Army, 
and an Anticipation of near 280, oool. upon the 
Revenue then poſſeſſed by the Crown; bur as there 
was 80, oool. in Caſh in the Exchequer, and about 
214,000/. afterwards brought in upon the Hearth- 
Money; and as there could not be above one Quar- 
ter received of the Taxes for that Year, all of 
which commenced the 24th of Zune, or later, we 
muſt ſuppoſe that there was then enough in the 
Hands of the Receivers, or due at that Time, 
to have anſwered both this Arrear and Anti- 
cipation.

Taxes, ſtood upon the gth of November, 
| 1688, and the Convention, which declared the 
| Prince and Princeſs of Orange King and Queen of 
| this Kingdom, made no Alteration ; but as ſoon 
as that Convention had created a Parliament, that is 
to ſay, had declared themſelves the Parliament, 
notwithſtanding the Want 'of any Writs of Sum- 
mons, or other Defe& of Form, a Sort of Com- 
mittee of Supply, and alſo of Ways and Means 
were formed, tho* their Proceedings. were far from 
being ſo. exact and regular as they are at preſent ; 
and therefore during this Reign, I ſhall chiefly 
take Notice of the Acts paſſed relating to the public 
Revenue; but muſt firſt obſerve, that as King Wil- 
liam, the Moment he got Poſſeſſion of the Throne, 
reſolved to be King of his People, and not of a 
Faction, therefore he not only took ſome of the 
Heads of the Tories into his Council, but conferred 
on them ſome of the higheſt Employments. This, 
tho? it ſecured him on the Throne, yet it made it 
uneaſy to him; for the Vbigs, who expected to 
ingroſs all the lucrative Poſts and Places in the 
Kingdom to themſelves alone, were highly diſo- 
bliged, and the Tories did not think themſelves 
ſo highly obliged by the Favour done them, as in 
Return to ſacriſice their Country to his Will and 
Pleaſure. 1 
Accordingly in this ſelf- created Parliament, if I 3 
| may ſo ſpeak, the Court met with ſeveral Rebuffs, 1 
| for inſtead of 686, 500). which was the Sum aſked 
for the Dulch Bill of Coffs in fitting out their Arm- 
ament, the Parliament granted but 8 ”

ſtead of an Army to reduce Ireland, and to be kept 
up for that Purpoſe for a whole Year, as was aſk'd, 
tbey granted it but for halfa Year: And inſtead of 
1,128,140. which was aſked for fitting out and 
maintaining a Number of Ships of War, they granted 
but 700,000/, However, upon the whole they 
were pretty liberal in their Grants; for, by an Act Ca L. 
of this Seſſion they granted to their Maſeſties all 
the Revenues, except Hearth- Money, which had 
Continuance on the 5th of November preceding, 
from the 25th of March to the 25th of December, 
1689, which may be reckoned near 900,000/, By 
another Act ey granted a preſent Aid to their s 2p: 
Majeſties of 68, 8 20l. 195. 1d. per Month for fix 
Months, which brought in, clear of all Charges, 
4004875. 45. gd. 1. By a third Act they granted lay. 
a Twelve-peuny Pall, beſides Quality; and a Tax 
upon Offices and Eſtates in Money; which brought 
in but 2 86,6621. 16s. 11d. 4. Ey a fourth, they 20 E. 
granted an Aid of Twelve-pence in the Pound for 
one Year, which brought in 495,604/. 45. ga. 
And, by a"fifth, they granted an additional Exciſe,” (ap 24. 
from the 24th of July, 1689, for three Years, on 
Beer, Ale, Cyder, and other Liquors ; but as there 
was no Clauſe of Credit, this was not properly an 
Anticipation of the public Revenue by Authority 
of Parliament, tho' a Foundation was laid even in 
this Seſſion for the pernicious Practice; for, by an 
Act paſſed this Seſſion, they mortgaged the ſeventh Ven 2445 
Branch of the old Revenue before mentioned, for 
three Years, to pay the ſaid 60,0007, to King 
Charles's Servants at three Payments: and the Re- 
ſidue of this Branch, together with the additional 
Exciſe juſt mentioned, and the fixth and eighth 
Branches of the old Revenue before mentioned, 
they mortgaget{ in the firſt Place towards the Pay- 
ment of the 600,000/. to the Dutch, in F * of

their Bill of Coſts, in affiſting his Majeſty to come 
into this Nation; but they did not go the Length 
of eſtabliſhing an annual Intereſt to be paid upon 
either of theſe Mortgages, tho* we ſhall ſoon ſee 
that the very next Year they improved upon this 
Precedent, by beginning this waſteful and deſtruc- 
tive Practice. 1 | 90 

The firſt Seſſion of this ſelf-created Parliament 
was ended, or rather interrupted, on the 2oth of 
Auguſt, by its being ſignified to them, that it was 
his Mateſty's Pleafure that both Houſes ſhould ſe- 
verally adjourn themſelves till the 20th of Septem- 
ber, which they accordingly did ; and they did not 
meet again to do Buſineſs until the 19th of OFober 
following; and even then, no Buſineſs was done; 
for a ſudden Reſolution was taken to put an End 
to the Seſſion by a Prorogation : Accordingly on 
the 21ſt, the Parliament was prorogued, but aſ- 
ſembled again, and a new Seſſion was begun Oc- 
tober 23.

at the Cuſtom-Houſe. Now, as it was computed 
that the firſt 25. in the Pound would produce 
1, 400, oool. this Seſſion had no Occaſion to au- 
thoriſe the borrowing of any Money; for the two 
Land-Taxes, if they had anſwered their Computa- 
tion, would have produced more than they granted; 
but as we were now become not only Principals, 
but the chief Principals in the War upon the Con- 
tinent againſt France, more Money was wanted 
than had been granted, and more, probably, than 
> the Court could hope this Parliament would grant. 
For this Reaſon it was prorogued January 7, ſoon 
= after: diflolved, and a new Parliament ſummoned 
* to meet at /eftminſter on the 20th of March fol- 
lowing.

S the chief Politic of King William's Reign .//17:9. 2 
was to play the two Parties of Whig and

with Speed and Vigour: And for raifing this Sum, 
they firſt began to mortgage, the public Revenue for 
a Term of Years, with an Authority to borrow 
Money at Intereſt - upon the Mortgage they had 
made : For which Purpoſe two Acts of Parliament 
were this Seſſion paſſed ;- the firſt entitled, An Aci 
for granting to their Majeſties for their Lives, and 
the Life of the Survivor of - them, certain Impoſitions 
upon Beer, Ale, and other 7 mg 
By this Act, the Exciſe firſt granted in the 12th 
of King Charles the Second for his Life, (except 
Tea, &c.) was continued to their Majeſties as in the 
Title, and they were enabled to borrow thereupon 
500,000/. at an Intereſt fot Money lent before the 
10th of June then next of 8/. per Cent. and for 
Money lent after, 71. per Cent. for ſecuring of 
which three- fourth Parts of the ſaid Exciſe was 
mortgaged from the iſt of November, 1690, to 
the 24th of December, 1693, in which Time it was 
ſuppoſed the whole, Principal and Intereſt, would 
be paid off. Ls | 
And the other was entitled, An Ad for granting 
to their Majeſties @ Subſidy of Tonnage and Poundage, 
and other Sums of Money payable upon Merchandize 
zmporied and exported. By this, the ſame Tonnage 
and Poundage granted in the 12th of King Charles 
tbe Second for his Life, was continued to their Ma- 
jeſties for four Years, from the 24th of December, 
1690, and upon this their Majeſties were impow- 
ered to borrow goo, oool. more, at the ſame In- 
tereſt as on the other; and for ſecuring the Re- 
payment, three-fourths of this Tax was mortgaged 
during the Time of its - Continuance, which was

thought a ſufficient Time for diſcharging Principal 
and Intereſt. | 
Thus à Million of the 1, 200, oool. granted this 
Seſſion was to be raiſed by borrowing Money at 8 /. 
per Cent, Intereſt upon one Moiety, and 7/. per 


Cent. Intereſt for the other, which Intereſt upon 


the whole, ſuppoſing the Intereſt and a Part of the 
Principal to be paid off quarterly, as directed by 
the Acts of Parliament, muſt have, in three Years, 
amounted to near 150,000/. from whence we may 
form ſome Sort of Judgment what a. prodigious 
Sum this Nation has paid for Intereſt ſince the Re- 
volution. How dearly have we paid, how dearly 
muſt our Poſterity pay for this Error of our Anceſ- 
tors, in not ſupplying a ſufficient yearly Revenue 
for anſwering the yearly Expence? This therefore, 
we may now juſtly ſay, was a moſt fatal Prece- 


dent.

And, as to the remaining 200, oool. it was raiſed 
by an Ali for raiſfing Money by a Poll, and olberwiſe; an v C 
which, by the Act, was to be paid into the Ex- 
cheguer by the 20th of Auguſt, 1690. 

As this Seſſion was interrupted by Adjournment, 
May 23, and afterwards ended by Prorogation, 
we may fee that for the enſuing Year, 1690, there 
was granted to the Crown, by this and the former 
Seſſion, 3, 200, oool. beſides the hereditary Excite, 
the Revenue of the Poſt-Office, and the fmall 
Branches; all of which, according to our former 
Computation, produced  468,191/. 10s. in all 
3,068,191/. 10s. of which, as before mentioned, 
there was 1,000,000/. to be raiſed by Mortgage, 
as if they had been aſſured, that the War was to 


be 
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be concluded by an honourable Peace within that 
Lear; which Mortgage was occaſion'd by an In- 
ſtruction given by the Houſe, the Beginning of the 
Seſſion, to the Committee, that the Supply ſhould 
not be laid upon Land, without Leave of the 
Houſe : So careful were our landed Gentlemen in 


this Seſſion of themſelves, and ſo little careful of 
their Poſterity.

N the ſecond Seſſion, which began October 2, 
1690, and ended Januam) 5, 1690-91, they

As the two firſt of theſe Acts were but for a Year, 
they could not be made a Fund for borrowing Mo- 
ney for a Term of Years; but, by the 3d, which 
was to continue until the 10th of November, 1695, 
the Crown was enabled to borrow Money at 8/. per 
Cent. and the Duties thereby impoſed were appro- 
priated to the Payment of the Principal and In- 
tereſt of what ſhould be lent upon the Credit of the 
ſame, | 

By the fourth, the ſixth Branch of the old Re- 
venue above mentioned was continued from the 
22d of June, 1693, to the 24th of June, 1696, 
and alſo the Duties on Tobacco, Part of the ſeventh 
Branch of the old Revenue beforementioned, on 
which the Crown was enabled to borrow Money 
at 8/. per Cent, and theſe Duties were mortgaged 
for the Payment of the ſame, after ſatisfying what 
had before beencharged upon them, viz. the 600, oool. 
to the Dutch, and the er, to the Servants of 
King Charles the Second. | 

By the ſaid fifth Act, the Crown was not im- 
powered to borrow any Money, becauſe the Duty 
was intended rather to encourage our Diſtillery than 
to raiſe Money. However, the Duty thereby im- 


poſed, 
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be concluded by an honourable Peace within that

a great many more Sheets than neceſſary. Upon 

this Act their Majefties were enabled to borrow

And laſtly, by the ſeventh Money. Act of this 
Seſſion, the: Hackney- Coaches in London and Weſt- 
minſter, which were not to exceed 700, were ſub- 
jected to a Tax of 30. for a Licence for each 
Coach, which Licence was to continue but fortwenty- 
one Lears; at the Expiration of which, they were 
obliged to take out and pay for a new.

The firſt of theſe Acts was only a Renewal and 
Continuanceof the former Acts relating to this Duty 
and was partly deſigned for the Support of the civil 
Government, or what is now called the civil Liſt 
but as the Produce would be more than what was, 
beſides the hereditary Revenue, neceſſary for that 
Service; therefore by a Clauſe in the ſaid ſecond Mo- 
ney-Act of this Seſſion, it was enacted, that the 
yearly Sum of 200,000/. ſhould be paid in weekly 
or quarterly to the Exchequer, out of the Produce of 
the ſaid Tonnage and Poundage, for paying 1,2 50,000/..

with Intereſt at 5 per Cent. from December 25, 1695, 
to the Ships employed in the Tranſport Service for 
the Reduction of Ireland; with a very juſt Proviſo, 
that all ſuch Debts for this Service as had been aſ- 
figned ſhould be redeemable, upon Payment of the 
Sum for which they were fo aſſigned, with Intereſt 
fince the Aſſignment at the Rate of 61. per Cent. 
the ſaid Redemption being made within twelve 
Months after the End of that Seſſion. If ſuch a 
Proviſo were inſerted in every ſuch Act, it would 
put an End to the Practice too common with Mi- 
niſters, to put off ſettling a Fund for any particular 
Debt due by the Public, until the Shares of the In- 
tereſted ſold at a very great Diſcount ; then to get 
moſt of them bought upby their Agents and Friends; 
and when they have got Poſſeſſion of moſt of them, 
then, and not till then, to bring in a Bill for their 
Payment. Nor would this render it difficult to raiſe 
Money upon ſuch Securities; for thoſe who truſt 
their Money in our public Funds at 30. per Cent. 
would be glad to lend upon ſuch Securities, at 5. 
per Cent. tho? not yet provided for by Parliament. 

And the Duties impoſed by the ſaid ſixth Money- 
Act commenced September 29, 1695, and were to 
continue for five Years: But this Duty upon Coals

Thus it appears that the Proviſions made by this 
Seſſion would be deficient in the Sum of 377, 27 l. 
125. 44. and as the Duties impoſed by the laſt of the 
ſaid Acts were ſoon after moſtly aboliſhed, the De- 
ficiency became thereby much greater. 

This Deficiency was perhaps occaſioned in Part 
by a Diſagreement between the two Parties of hig 
and Tory; for the Committee of Ways and Means 
had reſolved, that a Duty ſhould be laid upon all 
Houſes, and that this Duty ſhould be 25s. upon 
every Hearth in each Houſe. This was in Effect a 
Revival of Hearth-Money, which probably the 
Tories got reſolved on as a Trap for the Yhigs, by 
getting them now to agree to a Tax againſt which 
they had ſo loudly exclaimed in the two former 
Reigns : But the //4igs were too cunning to be fo 
caught, therefore when the Report was made, Feb. 
13, they had Influence enough to get all the Re- 
ſolutions relating to this Tax diſagreed to; and the 
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others, I ſuppoſe, to load them with being the 
Cauſe of the King's not being provided with the 
Supplies deemed neceſſary and actually voted, would 
not think of, or provide any other Method for 
raiſing them. But his Majefty was too wiſe to trou- 
ble his Head with their Squabbles, or to break with 
the Whigs upon this Account: On the contrary, at 
the next general Election, the Weight of Court In- 
fluence was probably thrown into their Scale; and 
by that Means they got a Majority in the next Par- 
liament, which aſſembled at Weſtminſter, November

N the firſt Seſſion of this new Parliament, the Haag

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Theſe were all the Sums of Money granted in 
this Seſſion, amounting in the whole to g,539,8 530. 
195. 114. But I muſt obſerve, that the Duty upon 
Tonnage of Ships, granted by the fifth Money-Act, 
V. & M. Parl. 2. Seſſ. 5, and that upon Coals, 
granted by the ſixth Money-A of the laſt Seſſion, 
having been found prejudicial both to our Com- 
merce and Manufactures, and it being at the ſame 
Time neceflary to borrow a large Sum of Money, 
the Committee of Supply reſolved, that towards 
raiſing the Supply, a perpetual Fund ſhauld be ſet- 
tled for the Payment of Intereſt, not exceeding 7/. 
per Cent. redeemable by Parliament : And as if 
they had been directed by a Dutch Council to pre- 
vent our ever engaging in the Fiſhery, they reſolved 
that this Fund ſhould be raiſed by continuing the 
Duties yon Salt.

By the ſame Act there was impoſed a new Duty

Fund for making good the particular Funds or De-

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But the Continuance of theſe Burthens upon out 
Trade and Manufactures not being ſufficient for an- 
ſwering the Supplies for the enſuing Year, nor 
even the whole of the Deficiencies, it was thought 
neceſſary to add ſome new Burthens; therefore by 
the ſixth Money-A& of this Seſſion, a Duty of 1 5/. 
per Cent. of the true Value was laid upon all Lea- 
ther tanned, tawed, dreſſed, or made in this King- 
dom, or imported; which Duty was to commence 
April 20, 1697, and to continue for three Years : 
And for Boots, Shoes, or other made Leather 
Wares exported, the Exporter was to have a 
Drawback of 51. per Cent. ad valorem, ſo that if he 
did not charge two-thirds as much for Workman- 
ſhip as he charged for the Material, he could not 
draw back the whole Duty ; and if he exported the 
Leather unmanufactured, he was to draw back but 
two thirds of the Duty. Thus a Ploughman or a Sai- 
lor could not from henceforth have a Pair of Shoes 
without paying a Tax for it; and the Misfortune 
of this, as well as every Tax of the ſame Kind, is, 
that the Retailer raiſes his Price more than double 
the Duty he pays, which accordingly ſoon raiſed 
the Price of Shoes, &c. to a Third more than 
what they before ſold for.

By the ſame Act the Annuitants for ſingle Lives 
were allowed to the 24th of June, 1697, to pur-

By the ſeventh, that annual perpetual Tax, 
now commonly called the Malt-Tax, was firſt im- 
poſed upon this Nation, by which 64. per Buſhel 
was laid upon all Malt then made for Sale, or that, 
from the 2oth of April, 1697, to the 20th of Fuly, 
1699, ſhould be made for Sale, or not for Sale; and 
over and above former Duties, 10s. a Barrel for 
Mum, 125. for Sweets, and for Cyder and Perry 
45, per Hogſhead, all if made for Sale : The Im- 

rtation of Malt was prohibited, and the Duty to 
be repaid upon Exportation ; and upon the Credit 
of this Act 1, 400, oool. was to be raiſed by way of 
Lottery, at a Farthing a Day Intereſt for every 100. 
advanced, except the fortunate Tickets, which were 
to bear no Intereſt. Thus a poor Woman that did 
not perhaps earn above 3d. a Day by her Labour, 
could not now have a Pint of Small Beer without 
paying a Tax for it, even tho' ſhe brewed it at 
0 in her Porridge- Pot. But here too, as in all 
other Caſes, the Rich took Care of themſelves; for 
by a Clauſe in the Act, a Gentleman who made his 
own Malt might compound for this Duty at the rate 
of 55. per Ann. for every Perſon in his Family: A 
very moderate Compoſition for a rich Lord or 
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Squire, who has not perhaps above twenty in his 
Family, and entertains every Day above a Dozen 
of Strangers at his Table. in «4 of 
By the eighth of theſe Money-Acts, an additional 
Subſidy of Tonnage and Poundage was, impoſed, 
over and above all former Subſidies of Tonnage and 
Poundage, being equal to the old Subſidy upon

Houſe the new or further Subſidy, and it was to con- 
tinue from the iſt of May, 1697, to the 1K of Fe.

Then ag 
to our Manufactures, I muſt allow that ſome Ce 
was now taken of them, becauſe all Goods com- 
monly uſed in Dying were excepted; but there are 
ſeveral other Sorts of foreign Materials neceſſary for 
working up our Manufactures, which were not ex» 
cepted. And it is worth obſerving, that this new 
Subſidy was occaſioned by the throwing out of a 
Bill for laying a new Duty of 120. 125. per Ton upon 
all Wines, to be paid by the Retailer: So that the 
Rich, it ſeems, choſe to load our Trade and Manu- 
factures with additional Duties, Difficulties, - and 
Dangers, rather than load their favourite Liquor 
with any new Duty. However, our Neceſitics 
were ſo great, that even our Land-owners were ſub- 
jected to a new Burthen; for by the ſame Act, an 
additional Land- Tax of 15. in the.

The firſt of theſe Maney-Adts gave the Annui- 
tants for one Life a further Time to purchaſe at four 
Years Purchaſe, the Reverſion of the remaining 
Term of ninety- ſix Years often before mentioned;

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verſion, However, I ſhall here add, that by the 
ſixth of theſe Money-Acts, the Time allowed to 
the Annuitants themſelves, or others, to become 
Purchaſers of the Reverſion, was enlarged to the 
iſt of December, 1698; the Purchaſe-Money, dur- 
ing this new Time, to be applied to pay the Off. 
reckonings of the Army for the Year 1697 z which 
ſeems to be a Proof, that enough came in upon the 
firſt of theſe Acts to pay the ſaid Arrears ; tho' Care 
had been taken to provide for the Payment of it 
otherwiſe, as I ſhall preſently mention.

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Sea from any Part of this Kingdofn to any other Port 


thereof; and forall Culm Water-born 15. per Chaldpon, 


This was taxing our Poor and our Manufactures at 
London, and many other Parts of the Kingdom, with 


a Witneſs; and it was a moſt unequal Tax, as it was 


to be paid only by thoſe who before paid deareſt for 


their Coals, becauſe of their being obliged to have them 
by Sea: At the ſame Time no Care was taken to lay 
any additional Duty upon Coals exported ; ſo that 
from henceforth Exgliſb Coals were fold in Holland, 
Flanders, and France cheaper than they could be ſold 
at London, which was giving an evident Advantage to 
foreign Manufacturers that had Occaſion for uſing 


Coals in their Manufacture. However, this unequal 


and unwiſe Tax, to call it by no worſe a Name, was 
impoſed for five Years from May 15, 1698; and we 
ſhall afterwards ſee how long it was continued, before 
our Wiſe-heads thought of remedying the Advantage 
thus given to Foreigners. 

By the fourth of theſe Acts, the Duties impoſed

HIS Parliament having aſſembled at ef- 
minſter, December 9, 1698, the firſt Seſſion 


began the 1 2th, and the fuſt Thing they did was to

Next 
Day they reſolved, that all the Forces in Ireland, ex- 
ceeding 12,000 Men (Commiſſion and Non-com- 
miſſion Officers included) ſhould be forthwith diſ- 
banded ;. that all the Forces in Ireland, which were 
not his Majeſty's natural-born Subjects, ſhould be 
forthwith diſbanded ; and that the Forces kept in 
Ireland ſhould be maintained by the Kingdom of Jre- 
land. And January 12 they reſolved, that a Supply

But I muſt obſerve, that tho? the Parliament at 
firſt granted 800,000/. for diſbanding the Army, 
that no Pretence might be taken from their not hav- 
ing granted enough, to keep any unneceſſary Troops 
on Foot; yet when the Committee of Supply came 
to examine into the Eſtimates of Arrears due to the 
Troops then remaining to be diſbanded, or the 
Foreigners to be ſent home, they found but 335, 5197. 
155. and one Farthing in the whole to be due; and 
accordingly they granted ſeveral particular Sums 
to the particular Corps, amounting in the whole but 
to that Sum; ſo that the Deficiency was not ſo 
great as at firſt appears; but, however, there was 
ſtill a Deficiency, and not a Shilling granted for 
paying off any Debt or making good any former De- 
ficiency 3 for the Malt Tickets, Tallies, and Exche- 
quer Bills I mentioned, was only paying an old Debt 
by running into a new one; which was an early 
Proof, that in Time of Peace People will chuſe to 
give themſelves a little Eaſe, rather than pay a Debt 
contraſted during a War; and this ſhews how cau- 
tious Princes, whoſe Power is limited, ought to be 
of running their Country in Debt, even in Time of 
War, if they have any Regard for their Succeſſors 
upon the Throne.

HIS Seſſion began November 16, 1699, and 
before they voted any Addreſs, by way of 
Anſwer to his Majeſty's Speech from the Throne, 
they reſolved themſelves, on the 27th, into a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houſe, to conſider of the ſaid 
Speech, in which they came to theſe two Reſoluti- 
ons, which were next Day agreed to by the Houſe, 
viz, 1ſt. That it would greatly conduce to the con- 
tinuing and eſtabliſhing an entire Confidence be- 
tween the King and that Houſe, that his Majeſty 
would be pleaſed to ſhew Marks of his Diſpleaſure 
towards ſuch Perſons as had or ſhould preſume to 
miſrepreſent the Proceedings of that Parliament to 
his Majeſty. And ſecond, That it would equally 
conduce to the continuing and eſtabliſhing an entire 
Confidence between the King and his People, that 
Care ſhould be taken to prevent and diſcourage all 
falſe Rumours and Reports reflecting upon his Ma- 
jeſty and his Government, whereby to create any 
Miſunderſtanding between him and his Subjects. 
Upon theſe two Reſolutions, the ſecond of which 
ſeems to have been deſigned as a Sugar-Plumb, by 
way of Vehicle for ſwallowing the bitter Pill couched 
in the firſt, they voted an Addreſs to his Majeſty ; 
to which his Majeſty was wiſe enough to make a 
very full and ſoft Anſwer on the 22d; and preſently 
after this Anſwer was read by Mr. Speaker in the 
Houſe, which was the next Day, they reſolved in 
the Committee of Supply, that 76, 3831. 5s. 44. 
then remaining in the Exchequer, on Account of 
the old Subſidy of Tonnage and Poundage, which 
was to expire December 25, following, with the fu- 
ture Produce of the ſame, ſhould be applied ou” 
1 
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the Payment of Seamens Wages : And that whoſo- 
ever ſhould advance or lend a Sum not exceeding 
220,000/. for the further paying Seamens Wages, 
ſhould be repaid with Intereſt at 5/7. per Cent. out of 
the firſt Aid to be granted this Seſſion. 

But before they came to any other Reſolution in 
the Committee of Supply, viz. December 15, the 
Commiſſioners for enquiring into the forfeited Eſtates 
in Ireland“ made their Report; whereupan it was 
reſolved, that a Bill ſhould be brought in to apply 
all the forfeited Eſtates and Intereſts in Ireland, and 
all Grants thereof, and of the Rents and Revenues 
belonging to the Crown within that Kingdom, from: 
13th of February, 1688, to the Uſe of the Public 
that by the Bill, a Judicature ſhould be erected for 
determining Claims touching the ſaid forfeited Eſtates; 
and that the Houſe would not receive any Petition 
from any Perſon whatſoever, touching the ſaid 
Grants or forfeited Eſtates. 

Before this Bill was brought in, viz. December 
20, it was reſolved in the Committee of Supply, 
and next Day agreed to by the Houſe, That 7000

ſented to the Houſe, and next Day, by Order, read 
a firſt Time, and ordered to be read a ſecond Time 
on the 18th, 

In the mean Time, viz. on the 16th, the Houſe 
agreed to the following Reſolutions of the Com- 
mittee of Supply, viz. That 18, ocol. ſhould be al- 
lowed for Bounty-Money to the Officers of the 
Fleet: That 184,342/. ſhould be allowed for the 
Ordinary of the Navy, excluſive of the Charges

99 18 the forfeited Eſtates Bill was read a 
ſecond Time, and committed, nemine contradicente, 
to a Committee of the whole Houſe for the 23d, 
and then the Serjeant being ſent with the Mace to 
call the Members into the Houſe, a Motion was 
made, that it ſhould be an Inſtruction to the Com- 
mittee on the ſaid Bill, that they be impowered to 
receive a Clauſe for reſerving a Proportion of the 
forfeited Eſtates in Ireland to the Diſpoſal of his Ma- 
jeſty; but upon the Queſtion's being put, it was car- 
ried in the negative; and it was preſently after re- 
ſolved, That the adviſing, procuring, and paſling 
the Grants of the forfeited and other Eſtates in Ire- 
land, hath been the Occaſion of contracting great 
Debts upon the Nation, and laying heavy Taxes on 
the People; and that the adviſing and paſſing the 
ſaid Grants was highly reflecting on the King's Ho- 
nour, and that the Officers and Inſtruments con- 
cerned in the procuring and paſling theſe Grants, 
had highly failed in the Performance of their Truſt 
and Duty, g 

The 22d the Houſe agreed to the following Reſo- 
lutions of the Committee of Supply, viz. That 

oo, ooo. be granted for maintaining Guards and 

arriſons for the Year 1700: That Half: Pay for 
the Year 1700 be allowed to the diſbanded Officers 
not otherwiſe provided for; and that 25,000). be 
allowed for the Office of Ordnance. And now, and 
not til] now, they reſolved, that on the 24th they 
would reſolve themſelves into a Committee of the 
whole Houſe to conſider of Ways and Means. 

The Houſe afterwards agreed to the following 
Reſolutions of the Committee of Supply, viz. That

Theſe were all the Reſolutions of the Committee 
of Supply agreed to by the Houſe in this Seſſion; 
and from theſe it appears, that the Sum total can- 
not be aſcertained; but as to the Supplies granted 
for the current Service of the enſuing Year, they a- 
mount to no more than the Sum of 981, 342ʃ. be- 
ides what was granted for Half-Pay to diſbanded 
Officers. 

Now with regard to the Proviſions made by this 
Seſſion, as there was ſomething very ſingular in 
them too, I muſt be a little particular in my Ac- 
count of them, As I have already mentioned the 
Committee of Ways and Means was not eſtabliſhed 


Houſe agreed to the Reſolution they had come to, 
That an Aid be granted, not exceeding 25. in the 
Pound, for one Year, to be laid upon all Lands,

untill the 22d of January, and on the 26th the 
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perſonal Eſtates. A Bill upon this Reſolution having 
been, according to order, brought in and read a firf 
Time, it was on the firſt of February read a ſecond 
Time, and committed; whereupon it was reſolved, 
that it ſhould be committed to the Committee of the 
whole Houſe, to whom the ſaid forfeited Eſtates Bill 
was committed, and an Inſtruction was ordered to 
the ſaid Committee, that they ſhould join both Bill 
together; and on the fifth, the Houſe being in- 
formed that ſeveral Perſons in Poſſeſſion of forfeited 
Eſtates in Ireland, by Virtue of Grants thereof, were 
felling Timber, and committing other Waſtes upon 
the ſaid forfeited Eſtates, it was reſolved, that all 
ſuch Perſons ſhould be anſwerable for the ſame, and 
that the Committee upon the Bill ſhould bring in a 
Clauſe for that Purpoſe. 

The two Bills being thus conſolidated into one, 
which, according to the common Phraſe, is called 
Tacking, it was, on the 2d of April, paſſed by the 
Houſe of Commons, and intitled, An Act for grant- 
ing an Aid to his Majeſty, by Sale of the forfeited and 
other Eſtates and Intereſts in Ireland, and by a Land- 
Tax in England, for the ſeveral Purpoſes therein men. 
tioned : And being ſent up to the Houſe of Lords, 
their Lordſhips returned it on the 8th with ſome 
Amendments, notwithſtanding its being a Money- 
Bill, which Sort of Bills the Commons never allow 
the Lords to amend, but infiſt upon their being 
paſſed without Amendment, or otherwiſe entirely 
rejected; and this was the Reaſon of the Commons 
having tack'd them together, for if the forfeited 
Eſtates Bill had gone up by itſelf, it would probably 
have met with the ſame Fate as formerly“; or if the 
Lords could amend ſuch Bills, they would have 2. 
mended this, by leaving out all that Part of it that 
related to the forfeited Eſtates. This they did not

| attempt, 
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attempt, but as they never yielded expreſsly to this 
Privilege contended for by the Commons, they 
thought this a proper Opportunity for getting a Pre- 
cedent in their Favour, and therefore they made 
ſome Amendments. 

This put the Houſe of Commonsintoſucha Flame, 
that they immediately took the Amendments into 
Conſideration, and diſagreed to every one of them 
nemine contradicente; and the ſame Day, after hav- 
ing prepared as uſual for a Conference with the 
Lords upon the Subject-matter of theſe Amend- 
ments, they ordered a Lift of his Majeſty's moſt 
honourable Privy-Council to be laid before the 
Houſe on the 1oth, and all the Members then in 
Town to attend the Service of the Houſe on that 
Day. 

At the Conference upon the roth in the Morning, 
the Lords inſiſted on their Amendments, and gave 
their Reaſons; which being reported to the Com- 
mons, they reſolved nem. con. to inſiſt on their Diſ- 
agreement; whereupon a free Conference was de- 
ſired with the Lords, which being preſently ap- 
pointed, their Lordſhips then thought fit to depart 
from their Amendments, and to paſs the Bill with- 
out any Amendment. 

However, the Commons having had a Liſt of 
the Lords of his Majeſty's Privy-Council laid be- 
fore them, a Motion was made to addreſs his Ma- 
jeſty to remove John Lord Sommers, Lord Chan- 
cellor of England, from his Preſence and Councils 
for ever. The Queſtion upon this Motion was car- 
ried in the negative; but another Motion being 
made, to addreſs his Majeſty, That no Perſon who 
was not a Native of his Dominions (except his Royal 
Highneſs Prince George of Denmarꝶ) ſhould be ad- 
mitted to his Majeſty's Councils in England or Ire- 
land, the Queſtion was carried in the Affirmative, 

and

and the Addreſs ordered to be preſented by ſuch 
Members of the Houſe as were of his Majeſty's 
Privy- Council; but the Parliament being next Day 
prorogued, it was probably never preſented, at leaſt 
his Majeſty thereby freed himſelf from the Neceſſity 
of making an Anſwer to it. 

Before I conclude my Account of this forfeited 
Eſtates Bill, I muſt obſerve, that on the 15th of 
February the Commons ordered an humble Addreſs 
to be preſented to his Majeſty, repreſenting to him 
the before mentioned Reſolutions of the 18th of 

anuary, relating to the Grants of the forfeited 

ſtates in Ireland; and that this Addreſs ſhould be 
preſented by the whole Houſe. Accordingly it was 
preſented on the 21ſt, and his Majeſty anſwered 
thus: 


Gentlemen, 

I was not only led by Inclination, but thought 
* myſelf obliged in juſtice, to reward thoſe who had 
* ferved well, and particularly in the Reduction of 
Ireland, out of the Eſtates forfeited to me by the 
© Rebellion there. 

* The long War in which we were engaged did 
© occaſion great Taxes, and has left the Nation 
much in Debt; and the taking uſt and effefual 
* Ways for leſſening that Debt, and ſupporting 
public Credit, is what in my Opinion will beſt 
contribute to the Honour, Intereſt, and Security 
* of the Kingdom.” 


From this Anſwer it appears, that his Majeſty 
did not think this forfeited Eſtates Bill very juſt ; 
but the Houſe of Commons thought otherwiſe, and 
therefore as ſoon as this Anſwer was reported, on 
the 26th they reſolved, * That whoſoever adviſed 
* his Majeſty's Anſwer to the Addreſs of thisHouſe, 

; N 
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« preſented to his Majeſty on Wedneſday laſt, has 
« uſed his utmoſt Endeavour to create a Miſunder- 
« ſtanding and Jealouſy betwixt the King and his 
people.“ 

T 2 the Diſpute upon this Occaſion ſeems to 
have been, whether the forfeited Eſtates in Ireland 
hould be applied towards the Eaſe of the People 
who had made thoſe Eftates become forfeited, by 
defeating the Rebellion, or towards glutting the 
infatiable Maw of Court Sycophants: And upon 
ſuch a Queſtion, it was very natural for the Repre- 
ſentatives of the People and the Courtiers to take 
different Sides. If a Majority of the former had 
deen Courtiers, or Tools of Courtiers, there could 
have been no ſuch Diſpute; but as the Majority of 
this Houſe of Commons ſeems to have been truly 
the Repreſentatives of the People, they not only 
forced the paſſing of this forfeited Eſtates Bill in 
the manner I have mentioned, but on the 8th of 
April they reſolved, That the procuring or paſ- 
ſing exorbitant Grants by any Member now of the 
Privy- Council, or by any other that has been a 
© Privy-Councellor in this or any former Reign, to 
his own Uſe or Benefit, is a high Crime and Miſde- 
© meanour,* A Reſolution which every ſuch fu- 
ture Houſe of Commons, if any ſuch ſhould ever 
be, will certainly approve of. 

This Bill, which I have now concluded my Ac- 
count of, was the principal Proviſion made by this 
Seſſion for raiſing the Supplies they had voted ; for 
the only other was,

By the firſt of theſe two Money-Acts it was en- 
ated, that Debentures for Arrears to the Officers 
of the Army, and for Tranſport Service, and for 
cloathing the Army, and Tallies or Orders on the 


Tallies or Orders on the roth Money-Act, V. ,, 
Parl. 1. S:f. 3. ſhould be taken as ſterling Money 
in purchaſing the ſaid forfeited Eſtates, and that the 
Intereſt ſhould be allowed on the fame. And the 
320,000/. which his Majeſty had been impowered 
by this Seſſion to borrow, was transferred to the 
Land-Tax, Part of this Act; befides which, he was 
impowered to borrow 613, oool. 65. 8d. at 51. per 
Cent. on the ſame Fund. 
And by the other Money-Act of this Seſſion, the 
Time for purchaſing the Reverfion of the Annui- 
ties ſo often before mentioned was enlarged to the 
2d of November, 1700, and now advanced to five 
Years Purchaſe ; and an additional Duty of 1 fl. per 
Cent. of the true Value, was laid upon Silks, and 
Bengals, and Stuffs, made in Perſia, China, or the 
Eaſt. Indies, of Silk or Herba; and all Calicoes 
ainted, dy*d, printed or ſtained there, and all } 
Maſlins, imported between the 25th of March, 
1700, and the goth of September, 1701. And by 
the ſame Act any Perſons might, after May 1, 1700, 

export Cuſtom-tee, or carry into Scotland all Sorts of 
Engliſh Bone-Lace, Needle- Work, Point, or Cut- 
Work; and after the ioth of April, 1700, one 
Moiety of the Duty upon Tallow Candles imported 
and exported afterwards, was to be repaid z which 
three laſt Clauſes ſhewed ſome Regard for our 
Trade ; for by the firſt, our Silk and Linen Manu- 
facture was encouraged, by the ſecond our Manu- 
facture of Bone-Lace, &c. and by the third our Ex- 
portation Trade. but 
| u 
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But this was not the only Inſtance of the Regard of 
this Seſſion for our Trade and Manufactures; for 
by the very firſt Act paſſed this Seſſion, the Boun- 
ty-Money for exporting Corn was taken away, from 
the gth of February, 1699, to the 29th of September, 
17003 and by another Act paſſed the ſame Seſſion, 
the Duties upon our Woollen Manufactures, Corn, 
Grain, Bread, Biſcuit and Meal, exported after 
March 3o, 1700, were all taken away, and a free 
Export allowed. 

The laſt of theſe Acts gave evidently an Encou- 
racement to the Exportation and foreign Sale of all 
ſuch Commodities, by enabling the Merchant to 
ell them cheaper at a foreign Market; and the 
firſt, if it had been continued, would have contri- 
buted greatly to lowering the Price of Wages, by 
lowering the Price of Bread, which is properly e- 
nough ſaid to be the Staff of Life. 

I ſhall not ſay, but that a Bounty upon the Ex- 

rtation of Corn may be allowed, when it comes 
to ſel] at a lower Price here than in any Country 
that is our Rival in Manufactures ; but it is ridicu- 
lous to give ſuch a Bounty as may enable our Rivals 
to purchaſe this Staff of Life cheaper, or at leaſt as 
cheap as our poor Labourers and Manufacturers can 
doat home. Such a Bounty may enable our Land- 
holders to raiſe or keep up the Rents of their Eſtates, 
but it will always be a Prejudice to our Trade and 
Manufactures, and by their Decay may at laſt affect 
the Landholders; and conſidering how much the 
Price of Corn has of late Years been reduced in all 
our rival Countries as well as this, I am ſurpriſed 
how we have ſo long neglected making a new Re- 
gulation for lowering the Prices which intitle the Ex- 
porter to a Bounty. I am afraid this Neglect pro- 
cceds from a too ſelfiſh and narrow Way of think- 
ing of ſome of our chief Landholders, of which 


even 
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even this public-ſpirited Houſe of Commons ſheyweg 
an Inſtance in reducing the Land-Tax when the 
Nation was ſo much in Debt, and when our Trade 
and Manufactures groaned under the Weight of ſo 
many ruinous Taxes. | 

As I have mentioned ſo many Things done by 
the two Seflions of this Parliament, which were 
prating to the Court, and as they did ſeveral other 

hings which I had not Room to mention, I ſhall 
conclude with obſerving, that this, which was the 
laſt Seſſion of this Anti- court Parliament, was con- 
cluded without any Speech from the Throne, bis 
Majeſty having by Commiſſion prorogued the 
ſame on the 11th of April; ſoon after which the 
Parliament was diflolved, and Writs iſſued for chu- 
fing a new one.

HIS new Parliament did not prove much 
more tractable than the laſt; for tho? it did 
not aſſemble at Weſtminſter until the 10th of Febru- 
ary, 1700-1, and tho* Europe had in the Interval 
been thrown into a moſt dangerous Situation, by 
the Acceſſion of the whole Spaniſh Monarchy to 
the Houſe of Bourbon, they made no great Haſte in 
granting or providing for the Supplies of the enſuing 
Year, However, as ſoon as Mr. Speaker had re- 
ported his Majeſty's Speech to the Commons, they 
complimented his Majeſty with a Reſolution, that 
they would ſtand by and ſupport him and his Go- 
vernment, and take ſuch effectual Meaſures as 
might beſt conduce to the Intereſt and Safety of Eng- 
land, the Preſervation of the Proteftant Religion, 
and the Peace of Europe; and very ſoon, indeed, 
they provided for that which will always moſt con- 
duce to the Intereſt and Safety of England ; for, after 
having on the 19th reſolved, nem. con. that who- 
ſoever ſhould advance or lend into his Majeſty's 
Exchequer 500,000). for the Service of the Fleet, 
and 50,5 oool. for the Subſiſtence of Guards and 
Garriſons, ſhould be repaid the fame with Intereſt 
at 6/. per Cent. out of the firſt Aids to be granted 
that Seflion-z and on the 22d, that Proviſion ſhould 
be made from Time to Time for making good the 
Principal and Intereſt due on all Parliamentary 
Funds, from the Time of his Majeſty's Acceſſion 
to the Crown; and on the 25th, that new Exche- 
quer Bills ſhould be made out for the Principal and 


Intereſt due on old Exchequer Bills, to carry an In-

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tereſt at the Rate of 4d. per Diem, per Cent. for the 
circulating of which the Contracts ſhould be conti- 
nued; they, on the 26th, reſolved, nem. con. that 
30,000 Men ſhould be employed in the Sea Service 
for the Year 1701, at the Rate of 4/. per Man per 
Month, including the Ordnance for Sea Service, 
And tho? in their Reſolution it was not expreſſed, 
yet I ſuppoſe they meant thirteen Months to the

As to the firſt I muſt obſerve, that whatever was 
appropriated to the Navy and Victualling Office came 
roperly under the Article of 4/. a Man per Month 
2 Bade ; but the Ordnance for Sea-Service could 
not come under that Article, if the uſual Allowances 
were made, and therefore the Sum neceſſary for that 
Service ought to have been granted ſeparately by the 
Committee of Supply. And as to the other Articles, 
they ought all certainly to have been expreſsly and ſe- 
parately granted by the Committee of Supply, 
before being ſlip'd into the Appropriation Clauſe; 
but being thus in the Appropriation Clauſe, we 
muſt reckon them among the Grants of this Sef- 
fion, which in the whole amounted to 2, 8886, 530, 
145. 64. But in this Total I do not reckon the 
above Sum of 900,000/. appropriated to the Navy 
and Victualling Office, Sc. as I look upon it as 
a Part of the 4/. per Man per Month granted for 
Seamen; though if the whole 30, ooo Men were 
to be actually employed, there would certainly be 
a Deficiency, as will appear from the Reſolutions 
of V. & M. Parl.

Which Deficiency, I ſuppoſe, *twas computed, 
would be made good by the overplus Monies ap- 
propriated, as I have mentioned, by the ſaid third 
Money-A& of this Seſſion; but I do not find that 
any Thing was granted for anſwering the new Ex- 
chequer Bills to be ifſued inſtead of the old, by Vir- 
tue of the ſaid firſt Money-A& of this Seſſion: And 
it was ſurpriſing, that when we were almoſt certainly 
at the Eve of a more unequal War than the preced- 

2 ing, 
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ing, we ſhould not only leave thoſe Exchequer Bills 


unprovided for, but contract a new Debt of 
1,120,000. which was 620,546/. 8s. more than we 
had paid off, and conſequently running ſo much in 
Debt for the current Service of the Year, even in 
Time of Peace, or at leaſt before a War was de- 
clared. Surely when the Honour and Intereſt of 
a Country is really at Stake, and a War becomes 
abſolutely neceſſary, no Man would ſcruple to con- 
tribute one Half, or more, of his yearly Income 
or Profits, could he but ſubſiſt upon the Reſidue, 
towards carrying on that War with Succeſs. 

I fay yearly Income or Profits, for every Man of 
any Trade or Buſineſs is as much obliged to contri- 
bute out of his yearly Profits to the public Expence, 
as the landed Man out of the yearly Income of his 
Eftate, and the former ought to be made to contri- 
bute his proportionable Share as well as the latter: 
But the Misfortune is, that we have never yet fallen 
upon a Method to make the former contribute any 
Thing near to his Share; tho? there is no Country 
in the World whoſe Laws and Cuſtoms point more 
directly to a proper Method than the Laws and 
Cuſtoms of this Country do. And another Mis- 
fortune 1s, that by the ambitious Deliriums of their 
Princes, or the avaritious Appetites of their Mi- 
niſters, the People are often engaged in a War 
which they do not think neceſſary, or continued in 
it longer, or at a greater Fxpence, than they think 
neceſſary: In any of theſe Caſes the People contri- 
bute with Regret, which obliges the Government, 
eſpecially a limited Government, to run in Debt; 
and when the War 1s over, the People are more 
fond of getting rid of their Taxes than of paying 
Debts they thought thus laviſhly or unneceſſarily 
contracted ; but when a Nation runs in Debt in 
Time of War, and pays no Part, or but a m_ 

| art 
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Part of it off in Time of Peace, ſuch Nation muſt 
be undone, by having at laſt neither a Fund nor 
Credit for carrying on the moſt neceſſary War it can 
be engaged in. 

After theſe general Remarks, I ſhall obſerve, that 
as this Parliament was ſo very ſparing in their Grants, 
and had diſobliged the Court in ſeveral other Parti- 
culars; and as the Seſſion ended with a Diſpute be- 
twen the two Houſes about the impeached Lords, 
and another about the Bill for examining the public 
Accounts, it was ſoon after diflolved, and a new 
one ſummoned, which met at Weſtminſter December 
zo, 1701: But as his wr gat King William died 
during this Seſſion, I ſhall begin my ſecond Part 
with an Account of it, and conclude this with the 
following curious and authentic public Accounts, 
which will be of great Uſe to thoſe who have any 
Deſire to know the true State and Condition of their 
Country, VIZ.
